They write from the be 
Rhine, that Prince Lewis of Baden is pofted at’ Fry- 
bourg, to prevent the Conjunction of the French 
with the Bavarians. The reft of the Imperial Troo 
are at Bifchweiler, under the command of the Mark- 
gtave of Bareith. Marfhal Catinat is broke up from 
Strasburg and march’d higher up ; havin 
the Forts about Wantzenaw, -and put the Men that 
were in them into Strasbuty. The King and Queen 
ofthe Romans will leave Weynheym to day; and 
goto Afchaffenbourg, where the Elector of Ments 
will entertain them, and from thence they will re- 
turn to Vienna by Wartheim and Nuremberg. Two 
days ago Lieutenant General Dopf pafs’d thro’ this 
City to goto the King of the Romans ; he is ex-

near Dillinghen have taken 3 Ships belonging to the 
Bavarians laden with Provifions, and have carried 
the Provifions in Carts to Heydricheim, where a 
Body of is pofted. 

_ Cologne, Oct. 13. The Dutch Troops that lately 
arriv’d here, have been joyn’d by feveral Regiments 
of Heffe-Caffelers and Pruffians, and lye encamp’d 
before one of our Gates, in all to the number of 
20000 Men. Today the Markgrave Albert of Bran- 
denburg, with the Prince of Saxe-Hilberhaufen and 
other Generals, came into this City, and made a 
Vifit to the Prince of Saxe Zeyts. The Elector of 
Cologne had formerly affur'd the Citizens of Bonn, 
that they had nothing to apprehend as long as he 
fhould continue among them; but laft Tuefday he 
warn’d them to provide for their own Security, for 
that he was no longer in a Condition to protect 
thein ; upon which feveral of them are come hither 
with their Effects; but the Count de Coigny, the 
French- Commander in Bonn, will not fuffer any 
Provifions or Bedding to be carry’d out. Yefterda 
morning the Elector of Cologne went from Bona 
towards Luxemburg, accompanied by Count Tal- 
lard, Meifieurs St. Maurice and Des Alleurs, the 
Chancellor Karrig and others, under a great Convoy 
of Horfe and Dragoons. Several German Officers 
took that Opportunity to retire out of the City. 
Bonn, and the Fort on the other fide of the Rhine, 
are garrifon’d with feveral Battallions of French, 2 
Regiments of Swifs, 3 of the Elector’s Regiments of 
‘Foot and one of Dragoons. ’Tis reported that the 
Elector thould fay as he was going out, That he had 
rather be a Slave to France than to the Chapter of 
Liege. The French have abandgn’d Lulfdorf after 
having fet it on fire. The Dutch have protefted 
-againit the Neutrality which this City hath entred 
into; and the Prince of Saxe Zeits has demanded 
.of our Magiftrates, 1. To difannull the Neutrality. 
.2. To fortifie Duyts at their own charge. 3. To 
lay a Boat-Bridge over the Rhine and keep it in re- 
-pair. 4. To teceivé what Forces he fhall think con-. 
‘venient into the City. 5. To furnith 8 Pieces of 
-Cannen, 4 Mortars, and Atnmunition proportion- 
able ; Fafciries and ottier Materials to be employ’d

The fame Evening the Chapter and Magiftracy 
ferit Deputies to his Excellency our General to pro- 
pofe a Treaty, and on Saturday 3 of the Chapter’ 
and 3 of the Magiftracy came out, and the Articles 
being agreed on, and fign’d by his Exce'tency, the 
Deputies of the States General, and thofe‘from the 
Chapter, Gc. a Detachment of our Troops tock Pof- 
feffion that night of one of the Gates, and vefterday 
6 Battalions of Foot, 3 Englifh and 3 Durch, march’d 
into the Town under the command of my Lord 
Cutts. 

Yefterday morning our Artillery came up the 
Maes. We are employ’d in making Fafcines, and 
fhall begin to attack the Citadel to-morrow night. 
The Margrave Albrecht of Brandenburg has fent 
advice from his Camp at Efferen, dated on the 12th, 
That he had joyn’d the Detachment from Ruremond, 
and that after he had given the Troops: one day’s 
teft, he would march to Bombard Bonn. From 
whence the Elector and Count Tallard are gone 
(after having chang’d the Garrifon by taking out 
the Elector’s and putting in French Troops) to joyn 
Marfhal Boufflers.
